EDMONTON, Alta.—Unafraid of 


man, 
the last remaining herds of wild 


buffalo in Canada live a peaceful and 
unobstructed life on a range between 
the Peace and Slave rivers, and the 
Great^Slave lake, and it is expected 
within a short time their territory 
will be turned into a sanctuary, clos- 
ed to nil trappers and hunte'rs. 
They have inhabited this district 


for mnny years and are believed to be 
on the 'increase* the various herds 
probably numbering about 5,000 head 
niyw. The country In "which they livo 
is a mixture of prairie patches, wood- 
ed land and rolling bills, interspersed 
with brnle; here the buffalo feed dur- 
ing the open season, returning to the 
low land during the winter where 
they live on the plentiful red top hay 
in the sloughs. 
As far ns is known 


they never migrate beyond this range 
and as a general rule follow one line 
of sloughs traveling to 'pasture new' 
as the grass gets eatetl and trampled 
down. 


Saw Many Bands of 40 


,T. M. Street, a trapper of Peace 
Point, upon his j'pturn froui the north 
country recently bought the interest- 
ing reports from the bison range. His 
trap lines are run through the ranges, 
he travels this district all winter 
long and is therefore very well ac- 


quainted with the roa&lng of the bof- 


Slr Street states the buffalo range 


Is a maze of heavily marked trails 
which run in all directions. 
fre- 


quently a herd of 35 or 40 la met 
with and several times last season the 
trapper came on one band of bulls 
which numbered 50. and he is of the 
opinion"that a large bull would dress 
2,400 pounds. 
' 
The buffalo are not menaced by 
the Indians, one reason being that 
there are four buffalo guards 
who 


travel the country and lioep watch 
and ward over the remnant of 
the 


race Neither do the volves bother 
the bison as during the time 
Mr. 
Street has been trapping on their 
range he Has only come across one 
dead animal and this might have died 
from natural 
causes.

signs of fear, and are in no particular 
hurry to get away. On a number of 
occasions the trapper has got up to 
within 100' or 150 yards of the herd 
before they commenced to move and 
they do not appear to resent the in- 
trusion of human beings/

by the South Park Commissioners, 
a body, having jurisdiction oret the 
large recreation cf-nters on the South 
side of Chicago, and is part of the 
"Roosevelt 
road group" of buildings 


in t.hjg Chicago plan scheme. The "U" 
shaped arena is to be 
built 
just 


south of the new Field museum, its 
open end pointing to the .rear of the 
treasure house of antiquity and sci- 
ence. 


One end is left "open in order that 


great pageants and army divisions, 
can march onto the field without the 
trouble of buckling up vto go through 
doors. 
The open space of the field 


•will hold 75,000 persons at one time 
according to South Park officials and 
there will be seats for 40',000 persons 
at all .times. When emergencies re- 
quire it 60,000 tr-inporary seats can 
be put in place. 


The entire structure is- to be made 


of pre-cast concrete blocks.\ Pieces of 
hornblend, chips of granite and mar- 
ble will be mixed to give the im- 
pression of rjink marble to the ob- 
server.

wide.

court in the case of Merchants' Na- 
tional Bank vs. Richmond, 250 TJ. S. 
635. 
As national banks are federal 


agencies they cannot be taxed at all 
hy the states without permission of 
congress. 
To relieve that situation 


soon after national banks were cre- 
ated congress empowered the states to 
rax them by assessing their real es- 
tate and assessing bank stock to the 
individual stockholders 
provided it 


should be at. a greater rate than t h a t 
imposed on other 
moneyed capital. 


9|?he term "moneyed capital" was uni- 
versally understood to mean capital 
employed in the same line of business, 
such as state banks and trust compan- 
ies and national hanks, have been as- 
sessed on this basis for upwards of 
fifty years, but the decision in the 
Richmond, case holds 
the 
term to 


mean money and credits owned r>y 
private .individuals. 
As moneys and 


credits are exempt from, the property 
tax of this state, and the state cannot. 
lax the income of national banks at 
all. 
it is very doubtful whether na- 


tional bank stock can he assessed at 
all under the present law. ' 


"While there may 
be 
individual 


cases of unfair discrimination, the 
same as in all other classes of prop- 


erty. national banks ns a n-hole have 
never been overburdened. 
The Im- 


mense increase in that line of busi- 
ness, great prosperity they have en- 
joyed.-and the high price of national 
bank stock abundantly 
show 
that 


they have not been prejudiced by the 
former method of taxation. They were 
quick to see the advantage given 
them by the Richmond decision, and 
many o"f them are strenuously fight- 
ing to hold it. The spectacle of oi:e of 
the most successful, 
.profitable and 


safest lines of business in the country 
taking advantage of n technicality to 
escape its fair burden of taxation is 
not. edifying and sooner or later will 
redound to their disadvantage. Cities 
in which national banks are located 
will be the principal losers, and should 
awaken to the seriousness of tin? sit- 
uation."
